$7 000,000 Bond Election 
May Be Called 


Council Will Probably Take 
Immediate Action in Order 
That All Details May Be 
Considered in the Next Few 
Months. 


Now, that at has been ascertained 
that the city council can call a bond 
election for street improvements with- 
out any special act by the legislature 
amending the city’s charter; and that 
Atlanta has a borrowing. capacity of 
over $4,000,000, members of council 
who are in favor of issuing bonds to 
improve. the streets of the city will 
probably go to work at for the 
purpose of making a full and exhaust- 
ive report of the whole matter. 

As the bond if council 
cides to call it, will not be called prob- 
until in the early of next 
year there will be plenty of time for 
a committee to frame a report showing 
not only the financial side of the mat- 
ter, but what will be done with 
the money from the bond issue. 

City’s Borrowing Capacity. 

As shown by The Constitution yes- 
terday, Comptroller Goldsmith, making 
an estimate on last taxable 
ralues, reports that the city still has a 
borrowing capacity of over $4,000;000. 
Under the state constitution Atlanta 
can issue bonds of $4,000,000, and still 
be within its borrowing capacity. 

It is the plan of those who are ad- 
vocating bonds for street improve- 
ments to call for an issue of $2,000,000. 
It is further a part of the plan to use 
a part of this money for such perma- 
improvements as the regrading 
and widening of thoroughfares that 
are main arteries of the citv. What- 
ever part of the. bond is used is 
used for paving streets it will be ex- 
pended as such moneys have in the 
past; that is, the city will pay one- 
third while the property owners, or 
the street car company, where there 
are tracks on the street, pay. the other 
two-thirds. This will do away with 
the objections that some have raised 
to the free paving of streets, By ex- 
pending. money from such a bond issue 
in this way the city will get $6,000,000 
of street improvements, and what that 
would mean can only be realized by 
those who have been in touch 
with city affairs. It will mean the 
complete reformation of almost the en- 
tire city within a radius of 1% miles. 

Full Report May Be Asked For. 

What council will probably

the Tippins bill, just sufficient to pass 
it, but the injection of the Adams 
amendment, which wil] have the effect 
of putting the prohibition question 
squarely to the people of Georgia, has 
caused many doubtful members to flop 
to the side of the bill. 

Address May Change Votes. 

The anti-prohibitionists in the lower 
house declared late Tuesday afternoon 
that if the bill is passed it wil] be by 
a small margin. The closing address 
of Representative J. Randolph Ander- 
son, of Chatham, the strengest oppo- 
nent of the bil] in the house, will, it 
ig believed, swing a number of avowed 
neutral members to the side of ths 
antis. 

The advocates of the Bill have one 
more fling at the opposition. Repre- 
sentative Beck, of Brooks, chairman 
of the temperance committee of the 
house, will close debate on the bill. 

All the pent-up political bitterness 
of vears was unchained in the house 
during the debate on the bill Tuesday 
morning. The feature of the debate 
was Representative Alexander's bitter 
tirade against Governor Joseph M.

BY EDUCATORS 


‘And Then All Charges of 
Fraud Are E::punged 
From Records: 


Chicago, July $.—Open charges that 
fat the convention at Boston two years 
| 8&0 when Mrs. Ella Flagg Young, su- 
_Perintendent of Chicago schools, was 
elected president, the rolls were “stuff- 
ed,” that teachers were enrolled as ac- 
tive members credited from Chicazo 
schools when they lived in other states 
and that thelr dues were paid by 
Chicago principals to insure more votes 
for Mrs. Young were voted upon by the 
national education association toda: 
The whole matter was expunged from 
the records. 

The board of directors adopted un- 
animously a resolution that all refer- 
ences to the charges should be “ex- 
punged from the records without im- 
pugning the motives or impeaching the 
character of anyone.” It was the in- 
tention that the whole subject should 
be wiped out of future discussion and 
speeches were made that “the utmost 
harmony now prevails in the associa- 
tion and it wag the sense of the meet- 
ing that no conscious wrong entered 
into the election of Mrs. Young. At 
the same time it was declared Secre- 
tary Irwin Sheppard who made the 
charges was not guilty of any mis- 
statements. 

Secretary Sheppard today attempted 
to sustain his charges. He asserted 
that before the Boston convention an 
organization known as the Chicago 
Principals’ club set out to promote 
Mrs. Young’s candidacy. He charged 
that many persons were enrolled as 
active members credited from Chicago 
schools when in fact they were listed 
in other states. 

He asserted 86 votes were obtaine4 
from persons who had thus enrolled. 
He quoted letters from Milwaukee in 
which persons, whose names wer2 
withheld, professed to have been paid 
by Chicago teachers for joining as ac- 
tive members and voting (for Mrs. 
Young. 

“There is no intention” said John 
W. Cook, of DeKalb, Ills., “to intimate 
that Mrs. Young, an honored member 
of this organization, had any kKnow!l- 
edge of the alleged wrongs.” 

William B. Owen, principal of the 
Chicago Teachers College, Miss Ida 
Mighell, and Etta Q, Gee, Chicago's 
school principals, all declared they had 
been active in supporting Mrs. Young. 
They asserted it had been customary 
to organize in promoting a candidate, 
that the Chicago teachers did furnish 
some money to pay the dues of active 
members and that some of the active 
members thus made did live in other 
states. They denied, however, that 
the members were credited to Chicago 
schools and said there had been no in- 
tention of committing fraud. 

It finally was agreed that the dis- 
cussion should cease and on motion of 
James Y. Joyner, of Raleigh, N. C., it 
was unanimously decided that the 
matter be expunged from the records. 

Whether the association should go 
on record as favoring the establish- 
ment of a national university was dis- 
cussed at tonight's session. 

President Edmund J. James, of the 
University of Illinois, advocated the 
establishment of such an institution 
at Washington on the theory that “A 
free state education is fundamentally 
a national function.” 

“Such an institution,” he said, “lo- 
cated in the center of political power 
would attract in large numbers the 
bright and promising youth of other 
countries who imbibe those fundamen 
tal American ideas which we believe 
are destined to work out the salvation 
of the world.”

Taft Had Promised Hilles Place 
and He Was Chosen Over 
Opposition of National Com- 
mitteemen — Taft Campaign 
Launched in New York.

Washington, July 9.—(Special )— 
Charles D. Hilles, secretary to Presi- 
dent Taft, was today chosen chairman 
the new republican national com- 
mittee to manage the Taft campaign 
for re-election. He was chosen be- 
cause President Taft had promised 
him the position several months ago, 
and although the president's frfends 
are keeping mighty silent about it, he

While Mr. Hilles was at dinner or 
at the opera with his friends, William 
Barnes, republican boss of New York 
state, sat in his. shirt sleeves in his 
room receiving Taft delegates ang giv- 
ing the that resulted in the 
nomination Taft by the con- 
vention.

'NEW GARNISHMENT 


BILL IS OFFERED 


|Senate Will Also Consider Ed- 
| ucational Bill—Several 


Bills Passed. 


After spending two hours and a half 
on the question of whether or not ex- 
Governor Hoke. Smith’s appointments 
should be returned to the senate, the 
senators got down to the regular work 
of the day on Tuesday and passed and 
introduced several bills of signifi- 
cance, 

Senator Morris, of the eighteenth, in- 
troduced a bill amending the code in 
respect to garnishments. The present 
code provides that “all journeymen 
mechanics and day laborers shall be 
exempt from the process and liabill- 
ties of garnishment on their dally, 
weekly and monthly wages, whether 
in the hands of their employees or 
others,” but there is at present no 
provision which restrains the issuing 
of garnishments against the wages of 
such journeymen, mechanics and day 
laborers. 

Garnishments are issued time after 
time against a defendant whose wage 
are known to be exempt, but the 
process of garnishment !s used as a 
kind of legal blackmail, by tying up 
the employees’ wages. It is against 
this that the bill is directed. 

Senator Whitehead, of the thirtieth, 
introduced a bill regulating the laws 
of elementary educational institutes, 
which, if passed, will remove the pres- 
ent ban of the law, which prohibits 
county schools to go higher than the 
seventh grade and will allow them to 
have as high a curriculum as their 
conditions wil] permit.
